The case was given lo the jury of 


12 laborers and craftsmen, late Thurs- 
d^y Jq^low'ing a week o£; testimony 
during which the victim, factor, step- 
ped down from the witness stand and 
pointed out the three defendants— 
Touhy, the telegraph operator turned 
beer boss, Gustax Schaefer and Albert 
Kator as men he glimpsed while be- 
ing held captive for 12 days last July. 


Two verdicts could be returned by 


the jury, acquittal or conviction, but 
there were a variety of possible sent- 
ences. In case of conviclion the jurors 
might set a minimum sentence of five 
years in prison, or a maximum of 
death.

Death Penalty Possible 


The death penalty was not demand- 


ed in so many words by Wilberl 
Crowley. youthful prosecutor, in his 
final pleas, but his assistant in the 
prosecution, Assistant Slate's Attor- 
ney Marshall Go.irney, had told the 
jury that they had "no choice but 
to return a sentence of death." 


Crowley declared the state's case 


could warrant no other 
verdict but 


lhat of guilty. He charged that De- 
lense Attorney William Scott Stew- 
art attemped "to laugh the case, one 
of grim seriousness, out of court with 
fantastic conclusions reached by tlis- 
terling tho evidence."

Some communities actually have

cally it should have fallen. 


Under those circumstances, and with 


the Treasury ready to pay ?35 an ounce 
for newly imported gold, it became 
highly profitable to buy the metal 
abroad and ship it to America. In fact 
both foreign and domestic banks were 
reported to be awaiting only an an-

WASHINGTON— '(/P) —The senate 


banking committee received evidence 
Thursday that the receiver's books of 
the First National bank 
of Detroit 


near the close of last year showed 
loans to 43 judges totaling $639,631. 


The exhibit was produced by Fred- 


inand Pecora, 
committee 
attorney, 


during the questioning of Edward D. 
Stair, Detroit publisher--and former 
head of the Detroit Bankers' Com- 
pany, 
of which the First National 


bank was a unit. 


"Does it surprise you?" Pecora ask- 


ed, when he presented the document. 


"It certainly does," Stair replied. "It 


seems almost inconceivable." 


In the previous investigation of the 


Gurdian group of Detroit banks, evi- 
dence was presented to the commit- 
tee of a large number of "policy 
loans" by those banks to judges, and 
other political figures.

Timbalc translated literally means 


"kettle drum" and was originally used 
only for molds shaped somewhat like 
the present melon mold. Timbales al- 
ways aro unmoldcd before serving 
artel nowadays and shape of mold in 
which mixtures can be baked is used. 
Timbnles should not be confused with 
timbale shells which are entirely dif- 
ferent. Timbalc shells are made of a 
thin fritter batter and friend on a 
special iron mold in deep hot fat. 
They are used to hold a creamed mix- 
ture. 


Very often two vegetables can be 


combined in timblnes. A cheap veg- 
etable can be used to stretch a more 
expensive one as in 
the 
following 


recipe. 


Combination Tlmlwles 


One-half cup cooked asparagus. Vi 


cup chopped cooked carrots, 2 table- 
spoons butter, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 
cup milk. 1 teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon 
white popper, 2 eggs. 


Rub asparagus and carroLs through 


ricer. Melt butler, stir in flour and 
cock until bubbling. Slowly add milk, 
stirring; constantly. Season with salt 
and pepper and bring to the boiling 
point. Remove from the fire and stir 
in the prepared vegetables and well 
beaten eggs. Pour into well buttered 
molds, filling them about two-thirds 
full.' Put molds into a pan of hot 
water, cover with buttered paper and 
bake thirty minutes in a moderate 
oven. Unmold and serve. 


The foundation of most timblcs is 


this same, rich, 
custardlike 
sauce. 


More eggs can be used, making a de- 
cidedly custard-like base hi^h in food 
value. 


Pea timbales are delicious served 


with a rich cream sauce .or with a 
shrimp or crabmeat sauce. They are 
made without a thick sauce since the 
pea puree itself has a thickening ten- 
dency. 


Pea Timbalas 


One cup pea puree. 2 eggs. 3 table- 


spoons milk, 2 tablespons melted but- 
ter, ',<> teaspoon sail. 1-8 teaspoon pep- 
pa-, few gratings nutmeg. 


Rub peas through ricer. Beat eggs 


light with milk. Combine with peas 
and add melted butter and seasonings. 
B'.'at until well blended and turn into 
well butter molds. Place molds in 
pan of hot water, cover with buttered 
paper and bake thirty minutes in a 
moderate oven.

Normal Tax and Surtax Rates 


Tho normal tax rate is 4 per cent 


on the first $4,000 of net income in 
excess of the personal exemption, 
credit for dependents, ect.; and 8 per- 
cent on the remainder of such excess 
amount. The surtax rates—in com- 
puting which many taxpayers make 
mistakes, usually to their own dis- 
advantage—begin on net incomes in 
excess of ?8,000. The rates increase in 
accordance with the amount of net 
income included in varying so-called 
income-tax brackets. On a net income 
of $6,000 or less there is no surtax. On 
a net income in excess of $6,000 and 
not in excess of $10,000 the rate is 1 
per cent of such excess.

weeks a year. 


For it was conceded that so poor 


;IIH) pioneering a community could not 
pal a decent salary that would enable 
tho teacher to support himself. Now 
we have slipped back to that level in 
many communities. 


Ancient Books Used 


In a good-sized Massachusetts town, 


school board officials went down into 
the basements of buildings and un- 
boxed outworn text-books which hud 
been discarded 17 years ago as out 
of date and worn out at that time. 


In West Virginia the greatest lack 


of uniformity in text-books was found 
children being allowed to scare up 
any sort of an old text and bring it to 
school. It is felt that these are bet- 
ter hail nohing.

Here, ftp in other cases, there have 


been conflicts between two opposing 
phases of government. 
In 
Omaha, 


Neb., Die Omaha Land Bank put on a 
campaign In the community for re- 
iuction of school taxes, hoping there- 
by to make good the many farm and 
local property mortgages held by the 
tank. 


Apparently it had ,some success, 


for one teacher at least was found 
whose salary was 
cut from $50 a 


month to $25. When this situation was 
revealed, such violent protests were 
made by school people that the Land 
Bank's tax reduction campaign was 
called off. 


While Commissioner Zook docs not 


believe the numbe rof children de- 
nied all educational chance by closed 
schools is as great as the number of 
closed schools might indicate, he be- 
lieves that 100,000 children are being 
denied all such opportunity. 


And he indicates that 
shortened 


terms are going to place this year a 
million children on "learning rations 
close to the leven of mental starva- 
tion." 


Shorter Terms Hurt 


One of every two cities in the whole 


country has been compelled to drop 
some important school service, Dr. 
Zook points out. 


Shortening of the school terms at a 


time when perhaps 100,000 children 
have been released to school from in- 
dustry under the NRA is a distinct 
misfortune. 


Even now, the American yearly av- 


erage, 172 days, contrasts with France 
200 days; Sweden, 210 days; Germany, 
246 days; England, 210 days; and Den- 
mark, 246 days. 


The fact that the tendency is all 


toward employing children later in 
life, and to keep them in school as 
long as possible to relieve the Tabor 
situation, adds to this confusion.

Sacrifices for Pupils 


With all the cutting, pruning and 


non-payment

deeply at evidences of lack of almost 
everything by their pupils that they 
have made unheard-of sacrifices to 
help them out. 


In New York City, the teachers 


dug down for $2,500,000 
for 
relief 


work among their pupils. The ex- 
amples where teachers have provided 
hot noon lunches, and even clothing, 
books and paper, for their pupils so 
they could go on in spite of lack of 
provision for them, can be multiplied 
as often as you like. It is a really 
heroic chapter. 


The buildings, as well HS equip-

Cut in Phone Rate 


Petition Filed at El Dorado 


—Hearing Held at

EL DORADO—A petition seeking an 


initiative ordinance to lower tele- 
phone rates in El Dorado was filed 
with the city clerk Thursday. The pe- 
tition was signed by 119 voters. 


The petition seeks a vote at the city 


election Tuesday, April 3, 1934, on an 
ordinance "fixing the rates to be 
charged for telephone service in El 
Dorado." 


The petition charges that telephone
